I am still concerned with 
respect to the attached 
insofar as we do not seem 
to take Interior up on its 
predisposition to be 
subjected to a full 
reinvestigation when there 
have been some changes in 
the employee’s military 
status, demeanor, travel, 
etce In our response, we 
totally ignore the 
possibilities of an 
expanded reinvestigation. 
We seem to believe that a 
National Agency Check and 
the minimum’policy and 
credit checks will be 
sufficient to signal the 
need for an expanded 
reinvestigation. The fact 
is that, however, Interior 
might well be knowledgeable 
of significant changes and 
we seem not to be placing 
any obligation on them to 
inform us so that a proper 
reinvestigation can be 
scheduled.

of the memo. However, I 
decided against inclusion 
after consideration of 
Interior's strong assurance 
that field investigation 
would be conducted when 
warranted. This decision 
was discussed with Mr. 

who agreed it was STAT 
not necessary and somewhat 
impolitic to remind the 
Secretary of the Interior 
of a commitment and self- 
imposed standards. 
Further, he stated that 
Interior was most 
cooperative and 
conscientious in observing 
the requirement for 
reinvestigation. They 
initiate action in a timely 
fashion without any 
prompting or reminder from 
CIA. In short, the 
Interior personnel are 
honorable men, who on the 
basis of past performance, 
take their responsibility 
for protection of SCI 
seriously. The request for 
an NACI in lieu of a five
